When President Kennedy, like Jove, wrath- 
fully loosed his bolts of thunder and light- 
ning at the offending head of Roger Blough, 
he thought he was closing an issue. How- 
ever, he was opening up a far greater one, 
because he let loose an avalanche. 

The avalanche was a long time piling up 
and it will be a long time before all its 
effects are over. 

At first people were stunned, but a few 
days later the avalanche was loosed, by 
way of the stock market. The causes were 
many. The outflow of gold, the debt burden, 
the piling up of one new and unnecessary 
spending program after another, the farm 
bill with its provisions for a summer resort 
on every farm, the urban programs with 
their threat to the freedom of State and 
local government, the public works bill (or 
slush fund) all helped pile up the pressure 


‘Syhefore the avalanche broke. 


In addition we have had constant courting 
of the labor and left-wing groups with their 
emphasis on reckless spending, also punitive 
investigations of the stock exchange, the 
shocking imprisonment of individual business 
men for technical violations of the anti-trust 
laws, and the lurid light cast by the Billie 
Sol Estes case on who gets what, from the 
farm program. The investigation of the 
stockpiles of so-called strategic materials 
probably had much more serious effects, 
beginning with the commodity markets, than 
is generally realized. 

First and foremost we would put the gold 
outflow. Day-to-day fluctuations are mean- 
ingless. The simple fact is that no math- 
ematical wizard could possibly divide our 
present gold supply so it covers our obli- 
gations of honor to holders of dollars in 
foreign countries and our legal obligation 
to maintain a gold reserve for our dollar. 
Foreign claims and the needs of the gold 
reserve simply add up to more than there 
is in the government. stores, and these claims 
are growing as foreign aid, military expendi- 
tures abroad, and the volume of money in 
circulation keep increasing. 

The great importance of gold is that it 
is the way debts are settled with foreign 
ereditors. Foreign governments, foreign 
banks, and business men know the truth. 
Governments can invent myths for home 
consumption, but foreign creditors look only 


at the cold facts.. Propaganda washes off 


them like water off a duck’s back. 

There is much talk of “confidence,” as if 
“eonfidence” was something chatty to be 
turned on or off. “Confidence” is influenced 
by everything which affects the economy.

Like an ominous shadow the threat of 
disarmament looms above all the other 
worries.

Instead of facing up to the cold, harsh 
reality of the gold situation, our government 
is asking for more money for fereign “aid,” 
well knowing that that must increase the 
pressure on our gold reserves. It offers 
palliatives, like a global Federal Reserve 
System, and the use of counterpart funds as 
reserves to hold off the Days of Wrath. But 
no competent person is fooled by such talk. 

What happens when a government is 
losing. gold and keeps on its chosen path 
instead of retrenching? We know what 
happened to Germany in the 20’s, to France 
again and again, most of the countries of 
Europe. Fiseal irresponsibility is not new. 
It is very old. 

Our people know that fiscal irresponsi- 
bility, if continued, is followed by economic 
breakdown, cruel suffering, especially among 
the poor, and then by political upsets, even

My Dear Mr. Zabrousky:- 

As I have already personally said to you 
and to Mr. Weiss, I am profoundly moved 
by the fact that the National Council of 
Young Israel has had the extreme kindness 
to offer itself in the rele of intermediary, 
between me and our mutual friend Stalin, 
and at that at a moment so delicate that 
any danger of friction in the framework of 
the United Nations—created at a cost of 
so many sacrifices—would have fatal con- 
sequences for all, and more particularly for 
the Soviet Union. 

It is, therefore, to your interest and to 
ours to smooth out the rough corners, which 
will be difficult with Litvinov, to whom, to 
my great regret, I have had to give warning, 
that whoever tangles with Uncle Sam winds 
up by suffering for it, a warning which ap- 
plies equally te foreign affairs as well as 
internal affairs, 

The Soviet pretensions, insofar as they. 
concern Communist activities in the states 
of the American Unien are, in effect, doubly, 
intolerable. 

Timochenko has shown himself much 
more reasonable during his short but fruitful 
stay here, and I hope that a new interview 
with the marshall will be a rapid step toward

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the “new order” are monopolists, without 
any interest in the welfare of the nation and 
its people. We do not believe it. 

Do the Brain Trusters believe what they, 
say? Some do. But many of the Brain 
Trusters understand exactly how separate 
controls over parts of the economy lead 
straight to a revolutionary new kind of 
government with irresistible economic and 
political powers. They know what they’re 
doing. They like it that way. 

At long last the American people are begin- 
ning to see that this group of able, but ruth- 
less men is not merely against business but 
against every part of the American system 
and that they will not stop until they have 
completed a revolution in the American 
government from which there will be no 
return. 

Why President Kennedy’s angry state- 

ment about business should have triggered 
the avalanche, when the evidence was in 
so long ago, is anyone’s guess. 
Perhaps it was the simple brutality of the 
statement. Roger Blough’s offence was that 
he had permitted the publication of a pro- 
posed increase in steel prices before Presi- 
dent Kennedy had been consulted, but after 
he had waited hours for a promised ap- 
pointment. The President not only de- 
nounced Blough for “violating an agree- 
ment,” but ordered Secretary McNamara 
to place Defense orders for steel with com- 
panies other than U. S. Steel, and ordered 
the Attorney-General to look into possible 
prosecution of the steel company heads who 
raised their prices to the same level as U. S. 
Steel. 

In a few words, President Kennedy drama- 
tized the overwhelming economic power now 
wielded by the American Presidency. Any 
president can today order government de- 
partments (like Defense), which supply so 
large a share of the orders industry depends 
on today, to divert their massive buying 
power from firms which displease the Presi- 
dent to firms which are more docile. He can 
order enormous police powers of the Fed- 
eral Government directed against the firms 
which dare to resist price controls from 
Washington. 

It took days for the full measure of this 
enormity to penetrate the minds of the 
‘American people, but once accepted, there 
was no illusion left. Suddenly people saw the 
Federal executive power in all its nakedness, 
with money powers and police powers strong 
enough to coerce any private citizen or 
private enterprise. People saw, further, that 
if the Federal Executive had this power it 
could also decide which firms were “good” 
firms, which would get contracts and pro- 
tection, and which firms were “bad” firms 
to be punished by loss. of revenue and 
threats of criminal prosecution. A Federal 
Executive armed with these two mighty 
powers could lay down any policy it wished 
and compel obedience. For who could resist 
such might? 

We do not know where the President 
could have found even the shadow of legis- 
lative authority for his position.Where does 
the law say business may not ask for price 
fmcreases after being compelled by the 
Government to pay wage increases? 

We do not know of a shadow of an excuse 
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judgment, or whether they may be punished 
by Government if Government disagrees. 
We must keep that issue very clear be- 
cause, under the American form of govern- 
ment and economy, private firms are free 
to make their own judgments, and to differ, 
if they choose, from the decisions of govern- 
ment and those of their competitors, with- 
out fear of punishment. The governmental 
and economic system represented by Presi- 
dent Keninedy’s statement is not the Ameri- 


can system, but its complete antithesis. It: 


is the doctrine, always strong in Continental 
Europe, that the government is superior to 
the citizenry and their private organizations. 

Why the American people saw the issue 
clearly in President Kennedy’s outburst and 
not before we do not know. This political 
doctrine has been the policy of the American 
government since March 4, 1933. It was 
enunciated again and again by Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman. 

President Kennedy’s statement was an 
unusually bald statement of power and in- 
tention, but it is not really different from 
all the other statements of the same kind, 
made in softer and silkier words. The threat 
of naked power has always been there. 

Probably for the first time large numbers 
of Americans see that the President's actions 
are not only anti-business. They go deeper. 
He is pursuing a policy that is against free 
government, against the Constitution. 

American business is one of the pillars of 
free society. No American government can 
be “anti-business’ and for freedom for 
other citizens. 

We said in our last Council Letter that 
American business has at least four impor- 
tant public functions: 

Production of goods and services 

Creation of jobs 

Provision of a surplus for export 

Provision of a surplus for defense. 

Business could never have achieved these 
four aims with such outstanding success, 
unless the great majority of business men 
had been honest and dedicated. 

For the first time our people see that all 
too many of our governmental and political 
posts are occupied by men who are willing 
and able ‘to destroy the American system. 

We think a large number of the most 
powerful officials in our government are 
brilliant and learned but totally untrust- 


' worthy. Even if they are intelligent as they 


think they are (which we do not believe), 
we do not want any policy they offer. We 
do not trust any remedies they may devise. 
purposes are not our purposes. They 


think it is clever and original and up-to-date 
American 


at Berlin, at Korea, at Yugoslavia, Indonesia, 
Look at the insults te Adenauer, Salazar, 
the King of Laos, Chiang Kai-shek, the 
Dutch. 

What to do? It is no defense in this 
thirty-years war against the American 
people and their real government to blame 
President Kennedy. Hating “that man 
Roosevelt” got us exactly nothing. 

We do not think President Kennedy 
wishes to destroy the American Government. 
Neither did President Roosevelt nor Presi- 
dent Truman. But the Lilliputians have 
learned how to manage Leviathan under 
any President. 

We do not believe the American people 
can get rid of the planners by fighting the 
President, whoever he is. They will only, 
get another President who knowingly — or 
unknowingly —lets the planners run the 
show. 

An excellent little pamphlet, “Keynes at 
Harvard” (Order from C.E.A., Union, N. J., 
price $2.00) shows the root of the “new eco- 
nomics” and its political strategy and how 
they have grown over many years. But we 
must enter one caution. The Fabians began 
in England over 60 years ago but it is a 
dangerous error to think today’s socialists 
are merely English Fabians. Fabian tactics 
have been adopted by all those who would 
destroy our Government. 

For the first time since 1933 the Ameri- 
can people faintly understand who their 
opponents are. They do not yet see how 
great a battle they must wage to win back 
their country. It will take many years to 
overcome the gains made by the planners 
in the last thirty years without any intell- 
igent opposition. 

The way to begin is to begin. The time is 
now. Let us then, on this Fourth of July, 
1962, dedicate ourselves to the fight to re- 
store our Constitutional form of Govern- 
ment against all attacks, including inte - 
tual subversion. Continuing then the strug- 
gle until the Constitution is again omnipo- 
tent in our land, let us pledge our lives, our 
fortunes, and our sacred honor.

We were promised that the income tax 
would affect only the rich but now over 30% 
of the proceeds from the individual income 
tax come from people in the lowest braeket. 
The progressive income and inheritance taxes 
are efficient means of taking capital away 
from the people most capable of creating 
wealth. The progressive income tax is slowly 
removing the means of production from 
private owners and transferring it to govern- 
ment. It is the most effective means ever 
devised for destroying a free economy and 
making necessary a state-managed collecti- 
vist economy. The Communists are afraid 
of the progressive income tax. The top 
bracket in the USSR is 8%. Excessive tax- 
ation brings government controlled economy. 
Self-government and freedom are impossible 
apart from private property. Our ancestors 
achieved freedom because they owned farms 
and factories and were able to feed, clothe 
and arm themselves. If they had been de- 
pendent upon government, they could not 
have waged a war. More and more the vital 
means of maintaining ourselves are slipping 
from our hands. Government’s recent man- 
handling of the steel industry is a case in 
point. 

Communism has demonstrated its inability 
to produce food. Tens of millions are starving 
in China and there is hunger in most Com- 
munist lands. : 

The whole world urgently needs capital— 
our country included. It requires about $16 
thousand of invested capital to supply one 
good job. To put our 4 million unemployed 
to work, provide jobs for an estimated 100 
thousand made idle every month by auto- 
mation and for about the same number of 
young people entering the labor market each 
month, we need during the current year 
about $100 billion of industrial capital. How 
shall we accumulate such sums if we do not 
reward the savers and permit our industries 
to earn profit? 

Just as our ancestors refused to adopt the 
Federal Constitution until a Bill of Rights 
was added protecting the individual and the 
member states, so we need a Bill of Rights 
to the UN CHARTER protecting member na- 
tions against the encroachment of UN. That 
organization must be prohibited from ever 
acquiring power to tax the nationals of 
member nations or to coerce them. Further- 
more, we must have a bi-cameral system 
with proportional representation in another 
body: coordinate with the General Assembly. 
It is unrealistic to allow, one vote to a small 
nation with a few hundred thousand “people, 
few of whom are educated, when a nation 
such as ours with 185 million people has only 
one vote. Sixty member nations of UN’s 104 
have a total of fewer people living in them” 
than live in our country, yet, they exercise 
60 times the voting power. Furthermore, we 
must limit the power of the World Court by 
retaining the Reservation. At a 
given time a majority of the judges on that 
court might be Communist and we could 
lose any part of our territory or even our

We hope to see these continental councils 
(and I speak in the name of my great 
country and of the important British em- 
pire) composed of all the important respec- 
tive states with, however, a proportionate 
equitable representation. 

And you can assure Stalin, my dear Mr. 
Yabrousky, that THE U. S. S. R. WILL 
FUNCTION IN THE DIRECTORATE OF 
THESE COUNCILS (EUROPE AND ASIA) 
ON THE SAME FOOTING OF EQUALITY 
AND WITH AN EQUAL VOICE AS THE 
UNITED STATES AND ENGLAND, and 
that it will be a member of the high court 
that will have to be created to solve the 
differences existing among the various na- 
tions; that she (Russia) will participate 
likewise in the selection and preparation of 
international forces in the arming and com-
